1. I have opposed the practice of 
charging tuition at the University 
of California, both before and 
during my membership on the 
Board of Regents. If I am elected 
Governor, I will do all in my power 
to abolish tuition. At present, 
tuition provides about $36 million 
annually for capital expenditures 
and student financial aid. ] 
happen to believe that capital 
outlays and student financial aid 
should be funded from the general 
‘ budget and gifts. While tuition 
has, occasionally, enabled 
university administrators to 
initiate useful experimental 
programs, a way ought to be found 
to convince the Legislature and the 
Governor that these programs are 
of such value that they should be 
funded in the general 
budget. 
of the business community have 
recommended that tuition be 
imposed at all public colleges and 
universities across the land. I am 
concerned lest an annual tuition of 
$1200 would prevent students 
from low and middle-income 
families from attending the 
University of California. © Our 
objective, on the contrary, should 
be to open the University of 
California to more students. 
2. The State of California an- 
nually budgets about $38 million 
for the scholarship and loan 
program at the University of 
California. Even so, it seems there 
are Maus who, because of financial 
need, cannot attend the University 
of California. One of the first 
things I believe we must do is 
determine what constitutes 
“need”. At present, there seems to 
be a lot of confusion about this. If 
elected Governor, | will call for a 
thorough and comprehensive 
analysis of those economic barriers 
that are preventing some of our 
people . be they members of a 
minority, or low or middle-income 
groups, from attending the 
University. Then, on the basis of 
this analysis, we will try to meet 
the need. 

Obviously, whatever we do will 
require coordination of State and 
Federal programs. Society, as a 
whole, seems headed toward the 
realization that it is in our best 
interest. to insure equal op- 
vortunity for education, regardless 
of one’s economic status. As in 
other areas, the Federal Govern- 
ment should, I believe, establish a 
“floor” for such support. Then, 
each State will have to determine 
how high above that ‘‘floor’’ it is 
willing to go in meeting its citizens 
needs. Because the Basic Op- 
portunity Grant program would go 
a long way toward meeting 
Calitornia’s needs, the State’s role 
might be to seek out and test 
prospective students to determine 
which are academically qualitied 
to attend the University, and then 
show them the way this can be 
achieved. Students from middle 
income families may very well need 
this assistance as much as those 
from low-income families.

Recently, some members 


cut back or eliminated such 
programs as the Supplementary 
Opportunity Grants program, the 
National Student Loan program, 
and the Work-Study program, and 
substituted the Basic Opportunity 
Grants program, it seems to me 
that, if categorical aids are 
eliminated by the Federal 
Government, the state must 
assume responsibility for targeting 
aid to those not helped by the 
“floor” programs. 

3. I do support Assembly Con- 
stitutional Amendment 83 as 
presently amended. The in- 
dependence and integrity of the 
University would, I believe, be 
adequately guaranteed by 
Regents’ terms of ten years, and by 
having the appointments made on 
a staggered basis. 

a) I recently appointed a 
student at UC-Davis to voting 
membership on the California 
Post-Secondary Education 
Commission. If elected Governor, 
I would favor the appointment of a 
studen. to voting membership on 
the Board of Regents. 

b) The higher education 
moninating committee which ACA 
83 would provide, seems to me to 
offer sufficient built-in safeguards 
that would enable us to avoid 
politicizing the university. 

c) Yes, I am one of those who 
believe that 16 year terms for 
Regents are too long. 

4. I do, indeed, favor collective 
bargaining for academic em- 
ployees of the University. In fact, I 
have sponsored legislation (AB 
1243) to insure that educators, 
along with other state employees, 
have a voice in determining their 
working conditions. As tor 
proposals that students be per- 
mitted to participate in various 
phases of the bargaining 
negotiations, there are, as those 
who have studied the matter know, 
many aspects of these proposals 
that require further study. The 
prime objective of a collective 
bargaining procedure must, 
obviously, be justice for students 
and faculty alike. 

5: I believe the Investment 
Committee of the Board of 
Regents should adopt a policy that 
would commit the University, as 
shareholder, to vote and speak to 
management in a way that would 
indicate support for reasonable 
regulation of coporate practices. 
The university has an obligation to 
be “socially responsible” in this 
way, just as it is in other ways. 
6. I do support lowering the 
legal" drinking age to 18. 1 voted 
tor AS 782, which would have done 
this, when it was before the 
Assemblythis year. The Assembly, 
in fact, has passed such a bill three 
times. 

7. 1 do favor the easing of 
regulations which prohibit the 
serving of beer on campus.

1. Tuition is necessary, but as we 
know it today, it should be re- 
assessed. Originally tuition was 
established for capital outlay when 
hew construction was necessary 
and a school bond issue had been 
deteated by the voters. Now, with 
enrollment figures stabilizing, | 
cannot justify tuition being used 
for more buildings. Tuition 
should be used to benefit the 
student and parent who pays it, 
and not be used only for brick and 
mortar. In other words, students 
should see tuition work for them 
while they are in school, for better 
library facilities and materials, 
better research equipment, and 
better teacher support. If tuition 
is lowered, the level would have to 
be determined by fiscal experts, 
with any deficit being made up 
trom the general state fund. 

2. As Governor, I would increase 
the scholarship and aid funds at 
the state level, and ask alumni to 
build rotating funds for the 
purpose of student aid. 

3. ACA 83 appears to be a good 
amendment.

ticular position. I do feel, 
however, that whatever in- 
vestments are made on behalf of 
the Regents, they should have no 
effect on the University’s mission 
of education. I also feel that the 
students should) have no_ in- 
volvement with economic matters 
concerning university investments. 
The board members are aware 


enough to be fiscally and socially — 


responsible to the State. 


6. I am opposed to the con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages by 
young adults under 21. However, | 
Nave no objection to submitting 
such proposals to the California 
electorate. 


7. | do not support easing current 
regulations. Studies show an 
increase in alcoholic problems 
experienced by college age per- 
sons. There are enough 
distractions on campus without 
the temptation of an afternoon 
beer break. 

8. No, but we should make the 
judicial decisions uniform. — In 
other words, first offenses for 
small possession should be a 
misdemeanor, and a second of- 
tense should be a felony -- period. 
Also. . it aihould PF 12, felany ,f05, 
anyone to sell a dangerous drug or 
marijuana. 
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1 & 2. Ido not oppose tuition if a 
substantial proportion of the 
income is used to improve access 
to public higher education. The 
present level of the Educational 
Fee is not unreasonable and | 
know of no reason at this time why 
it should be either increased or 
decreased. I do not favor the use 
of the Educational Fee for capital 
projects for basic instructional 
facilities, because this woula bea 
state responsibility. I would 
consider the use of Educational 
Fee income for capital projects 


related to student services. The 
main point is that basic in- 
structional resources should be 


provided by the state, but that 
activities and supporting services 
which are related to student 
recreational, cultural and personal 
development outside of the class- 
room should be paid for by the 
students. I cannot comment at 
this time about what the precise 
allocation of fee income between 
financial aid and capital outlay 
should be. I do not feel that the 
University of California should be 
used primarily as a_ finishing 
school for the rich or as a conduit 
for the upward socio-economic 
mobility of the disadvantaged 
without carefully assessing a young 
person’s ability to perform 
academically. The strength and 
distinction of the University rests 
with its broad opportunities for 
meaningful scholastic develop- 
ment. Access should be as open as 
possible, criteria for evaluating the 
ability to perform academically

should be flexible, but academic 
standards should not be com- 
promised. 

3. When an organization is 
temporarily weakened because of 
internal or external problems, or 
both, it is not unusual for the 
organization to experience an 
assault on its leadership by those 
who feel that the organization's 
problems could be resolved if only 
they had more control. The many 
attempts to amend Article IX, 
Section 9 in recent years is a classic 
example. There are indications 
that the University is willing to be 
more flexible and provide more 
opportunities for participation 
before decisions are made. 
Therefore, I do not see the need for 
ACA 83 in its present form, but 
would consider moderate changes 
such as some shortening of the 
terms of Regents, some updating 
of ex officio representation, and 
nonvoting faculty and student 
Regents. I do not think that 
student or faculty Regents should 
be able to vote because their role 
should be to help influence 
decision making. Their ability to 
influence would be compromised if 
they also participated in the 
decision making process. 

As far as the nominating 
committee is concerned, I think 
there can be some improvement in 
the procedure for selecting 
Regents, but do not agree with the 
implication that Regents should 
necessarily ‘‘represent”’ the nublic.

Regents must have the 
decision to anticipate, not just 
represent, the needs of the people. 
Therefore, it would not seem 
desirable to establish a system of 
selecting Regents which would 
result in governing members who 
viewed their roles. as being 
representatives of special interests.

1. T support the many grand jury reports which recommend 
whbetter jail. | believe that we can get more for our tax dollar 
by incorporating this facility in a combined law enforcement 
center, however, I will withhold judgement until the com- 
mittee, which I am a member of, completes its study. 

2. Several factors, including the impact of UCSC has led to a 
shortage of low and middle income housing. I believe that 
the rental situation must be solved jointly by government and 
private enterprise. The University should look to its housing 
policies to make on-campus living more attractive to the 
students. Also, our board of supervisors could take stronger 
action to slow down the university growth rate until the 
community catches up to the demand of housing. This 
housing shortage, although most noticibly cruel in the lower 
priced rentals, cuts across all segments of the market, as 
pointed out in a recent UCSC study. 

3. We need more economic planning at the county level. 
Ever since the land-use issue became so important, we have 
declined to overlook this important planning function. We 
need more jobs for the unemployed in Santa Cruz County. 
Our growth rate in recent years has simply attracted out-of- 
town labor. This is particularly true of the growth generated 
by both UCSC and Cabrillo. | These two institutions have 
caused 50 per-cent of the population expansion. (Also the 
county government is presently adding to our employment 
growth in record numbers, with........ 

4. (A). Environmental Planning. We need to concentrate 
efforts on overall planning process, both economic and land- 
use. T know that well-planned development can occur 
without damaging the environment. Government should put 
emphasis on encouraging good development...not simply 
stopping everything. 

(B). Faxation. Residents of Santa Cruz County have faced 
Massive increases in property taxes as a result of increased 
assessed values. We need to trim expenditures at all levels of 
government tocut the tax bills. In addition, housing supply 
must keep pace with the demand or the demand of prices will 
continue to escalate, forcing many fixed-income families 
from their homes. I firmly believe that we must face this 
problem at the local level, recent “tax reforms’ have proved 
to be empty promises to the majority of homeowners. 

(C). Traffic. Related to our environment, traffic continues 
to be one of the key problems facing Santa Cruz. As a 
director of the transit district, | have called for such in- 
novative programs as ‘‘dial-a-ride’’ to encourage alternate 
transportation modes. One of my primary concerns is the 
traffic congestion being created on the West side by UCSC 
generated traffic. I propose swift construction, including 
state and federal funds, of a new East entrance to the 
university to remove SO per-cent of this traffic from city 
streets. 

(C). Balanced Economy. Unemployment continues to soar 
in Santa Cruz county, despite rapid population growth. The 
answer lies in creating new jobs for the currently unem- 
ployed.

1. Rather than expand County jail facilities, the present 
facilities should be made more livable. The real question is 
this - is it really necessary to incarcerate those who have 
committed non-violent crimes or those waiting trial for non- 
violent crimes? I would say no - that incarceration should 
not be necessarily for those who pose no threat to the 
community. Rather than incarcerate these individuals, one 
alternative may be to leave them in the community to work 
off their debt to the victims of the crime they committed. In 
addition, laws against victimless crimes shouldbe repealed. I 
believe an expanded jail facility will add more problems than 
it will cure. For instance, it will be an added tax burden to an 
already overburdened community, and more available jail 
space may mean more unnecessary incarceration. 


2. If there is a demand for low income housing there will be 
low income housing built to supply the need, unless there is 
interference by local govenment. The solution to any need is 
to let the market supply it without interference by govern- 
ment. Government need only interfere when of if the sup- 
plier or user is using coercive force against the other. In no 
way do I believe that a need for housing for some citizens is a 
criteria for coersing other citizens to supply that need. 


3. One of many ways unemployment could be relieved would 
be to eliminate the restrictions of setting up a business , such 
as license fees, health permits, inventory taxes, etc. Many of 
these restrictions, rather than protect the consumer against 
harm merely stifles the competition by eliminating those who 
might otherwise be able to start into business. 

The environment will never be protected by allowing 
government to dictate land use. Leaving proper use of 
property to the whim or discretion of any elected official by 
zoning insures nothing excep that it will change from time to 
time depending on who these elected officials are...(real 
estate developer or environmentalist). 


The property owner can only lose either way. Property 
rights must be clearly defined as use without harm to others 
or adjacent properties (via pollution, health hazard, etc.). It 
is only fair to let those who worked hard to gain a means of 
survival and place of shelter to determine the use of what 
they have earned. There are ways to preserve environmental 
quality. One would be to set a zero tax rate on unused - non- 
income property. Another way would be, upon sale of open, 
space to stipulate in contract a limited use of property being 
sold, or else have the property revert back to the previous 
owner. 


4. The single most crucial problem facing thise County as 
well as the rest of the country is the coers: ¢ manner in which 
government functions. Most all govert.: ent programs are 
tunded and implemented by coercive force. And there.is no 
reason, except for expediency, that this need be. Govern- 
ment should operate by voluntary action and cooperation by 
its citizens. It is the only way to insure that by helping some, 
one does not make victims of others. 

There are non-coercive alternatives to presently enforced 
programs, and they should be studied as to their feasibility 
and by what method they can be funded and implemented. 
It will take time, but it should begin now.

1. We should not proceed with plans for a new county jail 
until there has been extensive public discussion of needs and 
goals. The present facility on Front Street is dreadful. We 
must have a decent facility to house those who are a danger 


to others, but alternatives to jail must be explored and 


implemented. Procedures to allow freedom between arrest 
and trial (e.g., use of the citation procedure, release on own 
recognizance, community supervised release programs) 
should be used to minimize family disruption, loss of em- 
ployment, and to decrease costs to the taxpayer. 

2. Students who choose to live in town are in competition 
with the poor and the elderly for scarce, low cost living 
quarters. This increased demand tends to force rents up. 

Often the elderly and the poor are displaced. Now that 
UCSC has leveled off in growth, we can anticipate that these 
problems have reached their peak. As for on-campus 
housing, I would encourage the University to be more 
responsive to student needs and interests so as to make living 
conditions on campus more desirable. 

3. A healthy economy is essential to Santa Cruz County. | 
feel that an enlightened, carefully controlled tourist industry, 
on the model of Switzerland, is a sensible goal. The Swiss 
have been living well from the profits of their tourist industry 
for generations, and Switzerland remains a delight to tourists 
and residents alike. Preservation of open space and scenic 
beauty is essential, both to a healthy tourist industry and for 
aesthetic reasons.

1. The problem of low-income housing for students in Santa 
Cruz cannot be separated from the housing needs of other 
low-income people, particularly senior citizens. The answer 
lies in ending the Nixon freeze on public housing starts and 
getting on with the essential business of housing Americans. 
The greatest need is for low-and middle-income housing. | 
favor a substantial federal commitment of funds to provide 
adequate housing for those who are in need. This means not 
only building new housing but also upgrading substandard 
housing. But care must be taken to avoid the creation of 
student ghettos or of retirement centers. Public housing 
should not segregate by age groups. 

2. The United States should cut off all military aid to the 
corrupt and undemocratic Thieu regime. It is time for 
America to realize that supporting fascist dictatorships 
around the world is not in the best national interest. 


3. To curb inflation we must attack the problem at its worst-- 
the costs of gasoline, food, and health care. The way to deal 
with gas prices is to establish a public corporation for the 
development of federal energy reserves to serve as a yardstick 
against which to measure gas prices and profits.

Prostitution is a crime in the 
state of California. I must enforce 
this law or the Attorney General 
will replace the sheriff and 
prosecute the case. Unless a 
woman is being used as a 
prostitute against her will or a man 
is being robbed by a prostitute this 
will be one of my lower priorities.

1. The most effective deterrent is 
the rapid apprehension of the 
defendant, a speedy trial (con- 
sistent with due process), and, if 
the defendant is found guilty, a 
sentence made as quickly as 
possible. 

Some consistency in sentencing 
must be developed in respect to 
sentences for different types of 
crimes. Thus a framework from 
which deviation can be made 
where necessary due to the cir- 
cumstances of the individual 
defendant. 

Each defendant must be con- 
sidered as an individual and two 
determinations must be made: 
First: What realistically can* be 
done to increase the chances of the 
defendant not returning into the 
criminal system? The effectiveness 
of rehabilitation depends a good 
deal on the facts the judge has 
before him and how realistic the 
terms of sentence can be. 
Hopefully the Diagnostic Center 
I have helped: establish wil] be 
able to supply some additional 
information as to the existence of 
any physical, psychological, 
educational or. vocational 
problems a defendant might have 
and what might be done to correct 
them. Second: Should the usual 
or consistent sentence be changed 
for this individual? I believe that 
my sentencing practice in eight 
years as a judge shows that | 
would favor the first alternative if 
there is a reasonable chance of 
rehabilition, but at the same time 
keep in mind the priorities in 
establishing consistent sentences. 


2. The present jail facility is 
totally inadequate and will have to. 
be replaced in some manner. A 
new jail should contain adequate 
eating, separation and 
classification facilities. I have no 
information as to the size, but 
everyone should remember that 
any new jail can not be built and in 
use for at least four to five years. 
3. In/Santa-Cruz County we have 
a good staff of attornys who handle 
public defender matters. We also 
assign additional attorneys where 
there is a conflict of interest with 
clients represented by the Public 
Eefender. If any one has any 
suggestions for improvement he 
can write to the Public Defender 
Committee(c/o County  Ad- 
ministrative Officer).

returning than others. Insufficient 
work has been done to date to give 
the judge adequate information on 
the factors that should be con- 
sidered for each type of defendant. 


1. Although a sentence may have a 
side effect of  ‘’setting an 
example” for someone else, it 


-- should have nothing to do with the 


severity on a sentence in-a_par- 
ticular case. The only rational 
basis for any criminal enforcement 
program is stopping certain in- 
dividuals (offenders) from doing a 
particular thing or repeating an 
anti-social course of conduct. 

I believe that every resource 
should be used to rehabilitate the 
offender, e.g., convince him with 
whatever means at our disposal 
that continuation of the kind of 
activity for which he is in court is 
contra-productive. I would rate 
rehabilitation has having the 
overwhelming priority. 

We cannot naively ignore the 
primitive state of our corrections 
resources, however. Until prisons 
are reformed and can serve a more 
important function than being 
mere cages, the goal of 
rehabilitating the repeating and

1. I don't believe that harsh 
punishment acts as a deterrent to 
future crime. My experience as 
defense counsel has indicated to 
me that those convicted of crime 
seldom if ever considered the 
penalty before committing the act. 
My primary considerations in 
sentencing would be_ the 
rehabilitation of the individual, 
restitution for the victim where 
possible, and the safety of 
society. 


2. I am against any plan which 
advocates larger and larger jails 
with more and more personnel. 
Jails are necessary to protect 
society against the violent. Jails 
must be of such design and size as 
to provide humane treatment to 
the confined. I would hope that by 
maximum. use of release without 
bail for the non-violent, and 
alternative sentences, such as 
probation and fines, for the non- 
violent, that Santa @ruz could 
provide an adequate but small new 
jail facility. Possibly the present 
jail could be rehabilitated. 


3. I can’t give a generalized an- 
swer to this question. Adequate 
representation is an individual 
thing. Whether the representation 
is adequate in a particular case 
depends upon the ability of the 
attorney and the cooperation of 
the client. From what I have 
observed I believe that the 
standard of representation has 
been high in Santa Cruz County. 
4. I would make maximum use of 
the pre-trial release program, 
especially in the case of property 
crimes (non-violent crimes). 
However, I would not release 
without bail those persons arrested 
for violent crimes if I felt they were 
a danger to sociefy. 

5. The most important problem is 
the public’s waning respect for the 
judicial system. By fair and equal 
treatment for all, an enlightened 
sentencing procedure, and en- 
couraging greater availability of 
the courts to the individual citizen, 
this loss of respect can be checked 
and reversed. 
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and realize that we have an awful 
long way to go. 


2. I think that before we spend 
$5,000000 for a new jail we should 
look at other alternatives such as 
the remodeling of our present jail. 
We should wait to see what impact 
the Felony O.R. Program will have 
on jail population. 


3. I feel that the Public Defender’s 
Office in this Country has a staff of 
some of the finest Trial Attorneys 
in this State. James Jackson, for 
instance, whom I have tried many 
murder cases against is a former 
law school professor, Order of the 
Coif Graduate from Boalt, Has an 
1.Q. of about 170 and defends his 
clients torcetully and intelligently. 


4. I am very much in favor of a 


felony pre-trial release program 
sponsored either by the Legal Aid 
Society or the Probation 
Department. I think the Bail Bond 
industry is a big rip-off. 


5. I think one of the problems 
facing the Judicial System today is 
the fact that we have too few 
Judges who have insight into 
human problems, moral courage 
and independence. This is why I 
belive Trial Attorneys such as 
myself mace the best judges. Trial 
Attorneys are an independent 
strong-willed breed of Attorneys. 

For instance I think it takes a lot 
more moral courage to prosecute 
or defend a First Degree Murder 
case than to draft up a will. Many 
Judges, because of their lack of 


insight and independence, are. 


persuaded by specious argument 


that adhere to conventional values — 


and unpersuaded by valid 


arguments where they represent a 
departure from tradition. This is 
why Earl Warren is the greatest 
Jurist of this century. He was 
enlightened and had insight into 
the administration of justice in this 
soriety.

3. I am not acquainted with the 
qualifications of the members of 
the Public Defender’s staff. Some 
I know of are very good, but there 
is a considerable turnover. If there 
is a problem of qualifications, the 
Country should perhaps set the 
qualifications itself. Judges are 
required to do what they can to 
avoid an injustice occurring. But 
this does not extend to monitoring 
the performance of public 
defenders and prosecutors in the 
preparation of their cases, or any 
agreements--plea bargaining that 
may take place before charges are 
filed. An overlooked person is the 
one who doesn’t qualify for Public 
Defender aid, but who cannot 
afford an adequate defense. Our 
system seems geared to spending 
immense sums of money to provide 
defenses for people who commit 
sensational crimes, and tend to 
overlook the fellow who is ob- 
viously heading for trouble, but 
hasn’t achieve sufficient notoriety 
to attract the attention of the 
media. A report of a President’s 
Commission, entitled, ‘‘The 
Challenge of Crime in a Free 
Society,’ U.S. Government 
Printing Office, 1967, suggests a 
drastic overhaul of present 
procedures, creating a true 
“System” of law enforcement 
managed by professionally trained 
police, prosecutors, defenders, 
courts manned by judges chosen 
on merit, and a true corrections 
rather than a prison system. 

4. I am in favor of the expansion 
of the County’s pre-trial release 
program, particularly in the field 
of supervised release when 
supervisory personnel are 
available. The program must 
undergo period review based on 
our experience as well as that of 
other counties. 


. 5. To obtain the best judges 
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‘available and permit them to work 
independently wit’ 1a system free 
from political * .uence or debts 
for financial .pport or depen- 
dence upon litical favoritism. 
Although, e nominally have an 
elective « .tem, the reality is that 
judges are appointed for political 
reasons. Even a judge appointed 
by a Governor of another party is 
subject to insidious pressure 
because, he has to tailor his 
philosophy to the current 
Governor if he wants to advance to 
a higher court. 

The solution is simple and was 
first proposed by Professor Kales 
in 1914, approved by the American 
Bar Association in 1937 and 
reaffirmed in February, 1974. It is 
very simple. A Commission of 
lawyers, judges, and laymen with 
authority to investigate candidates 
would recommend the best three 
“men to the Governmor for ap- 
pointment and he would have to 
choose one. The chosen: judge 
would be subject to a ‘‘yes’’ or 
‘‘no” vote by the electorate on his 
record. 

The other problem is the 
hodgepodge created by separate 
trial courts which can and often do 
go their separate ways. A proposal 
by the Judicial Council to create 
one trial court under unified 
administrative control is now in 

-interim study in the Legislature.

‘ suggested in 1906 by Dean Pound
